HAIRGROVE SACRIFICED HIS LIFE. 


Heroic Santa Fe Engineer Killed in His 
Efforts to Save Others. 

Jacxsonvitzs, Ill, Nov. 22.—[Special.]— 

The Jacksonville Southeastern suffered anoth- 


er wreck at this point at 4 o’clock this morn- 


ing, resulting in the loss of one life and dam- 
age } a vast amount of property. A. W. 
Beck was to relieve the engineer bringing in 
the Red Express from Chicago bound for St. 
Louis. He had to go north of the city a mile 
for water, and, being late, he rushed into the 
train dispatcher’s office and agked where the 
Red Express was. The operator in charge re- 
plied fourteen minutes late out of Havana, 
forty miles distant. Instead of losing time, 
however, Charles Hairgrove, the engineer of 
the Rea Express, had made up the time, and, 
owing to the bad condition of the weather, 
neither engineer could see the near approach 
of thé other. Just befofe the tank was 
reached, and when both machines were under 
full headway, they came together. Beck and 
his fireman jumped, after first having reversed 
the engine, and escaped injury. Hairgrove 
suw the danger and reversed and applied the 
brakes. In this, however, he sacrificed his 
own life, as he had not tine to jump and was 
crushed between the engine and tender. He 
died at 9 o’clock. His fireman escaped injury 
by jumping. Both engines were badly 
wrecked. Twoorthree cars were derailed, 
and for six or seven hours the track was 
blockaded. 

Syracuse, N. Y., Nov. 22.—The expréss and 
mail train which left here tonight ran into a 
freight train one mile east of Canostata. The 
smash-up blocked all but travk No. 4, and the 
wreck-took fire, burning several express and 
freight cars. Engiueer Thomas Park of this 
city and Fireman Edward Baird were serious- 
ly but not fatally injured. 


MILWAUKEE MAY FIND THE ROBBERS. 


Detectives Find a Clew to the Western 
Union Junction Desperadoes. 

Mirwavuxes, Wis., Nov. 22.—([Special.]— 
The latest possible clew to the train-robbers 
who recently held up the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul passenger train near Western 
Union Junction is futhished by the Milwau- 
kee police. The day before the robbery two 
strangers purchased at a Milwaukee gun store 
a quantity of dynamite, together with fuse 
and caps. As dynamite was used in blowing 
open the express-car the loca] authorities are 
satisfied that the two strangers are the train 
robbers. Today a local detective, with an 
employé of the gun store, went to Western 
Union Janction to look at the farm hand em- 
ployed by Farmer Worthington, who has been 
under suspicion since it was discovered that 
he wore the overshoes the peculiar imprint of 
which in the snow was dicovered on the 
mvrning of the robbery. The gun-store man, 
however, fatled to identify the farm hand. 
Still, the local authorities are satisfied that 
their clew may yet lead to the identification of 
the robbers.

the Church Is Divine, as Are Its Sacra- 


ments, but Denounces Creeds and .Ru- 
brics as Made by Men, and Not Christ- 
Given—Dr, McGlyna Makes an Attack 
on Archbishop Corrigan—Bishop Spauld- 
ing on Education. 
New York, Nov. 22.—[Special. }—Dr. Briggs, 
wered the 
charge to the assembly, and drew by far the 
largest congregation gathered together in New 
York City for months to hear his sermon on 
“The Bibie and the Church” at Thirty-fifth 
street and Park avenue this evening. The 
dense congregation crowded many notable 
men of learning to the very foot of the 
pulpit stairs, and seated some whose hairs 
were white with the years of time in chairs in 
the aisles, .Among these were the Rev. 
Schaff_ of Theological Seminary and 
Henry M. Field of the EXvangelist. Dr. 
Briggs said in substance: 

“ The church is of divine authority of which 
itis difficult to speak so that all may under- 
stand. Let.us speak of its source and its me- 
diutns of authority, for of these terms we will 
be able to understand. Its source is God, and 
those who believe that source is not God rob 
the church of ite divinity, for its origin 
originally sprang from God. It now springs 
from God. Its eternal source is a river of 


mercy flowmg from its fountain, God. Its 


source does not constitute authority. It is, 
however, the germ of authority. ° 

** Man in the beginning-of the church intro- 
duced dogmas, If heresy be to believe’ that 
the church is divine, is the divine fountain 
frown which divine power springs, then I glory 
ih such heresy.”’ 

He Kmphasizes His Remarks. 


Atthis point Dr. Briggs became eloquent 


and stepping to the front he repeated his asser- 
tion with more prolonged and emphatic 
warmth: * Ifthis-be heresy then I glory in 
it. I cannot see a true God who edges down 
and whittles down to creeds and beliefs the 
outcome of the human mind. 

“Ido not doubt that somie. ideas in the last 
eenturies and in this centuPy have been in- 
spirational. I do not deny this, but I do 
emphatically deny that God is a God of 
creeds, a God of dogmas, or a God of beliefs. 
He is a God of unity, a God for all, a God 
who looks only for purity of soul, nobility of 
heart, and moral and spiritual lives. . The 
Catholics claim that their church ts of 
divine power and authority, the Protestant 
claims the divine authority of the church, but 
they also claim the independent rights of 
reason, of conscience, and of judgment. The 
Protestants cleiin that. the holy scriptures 
have sovereign independent authority in 
themselves. Luther states the position of 
Protestagtism when he says ‘ Tho church can- 
not give auy more authority or power than it 
has of itself; God alone is sufficient witness of 
himself,’ = 
'**The sacrament of the church is divine, 
the communion is divine because it is of Ged. 
Those who partake of the sacrament in the 
taith in God partake of the body of Christ. 
Christ is the crowned head. Chnmst is the cor- 
ner-stone of the church. But those that par- 
take of the holy sacrament and whe do not 
have faith are truly sacrilegious. The 
ehurch. of . which they are members 
dogmatically obligés its members to par- 
take of the sacraments and condemns those 


who do not and here is where the unholy pow- 


-degme-.and.the church. .predowinates, 
The church is of God. The church was before 
Christ. The church being of God is not 
changeable. The ch is today as mm the 
time of Abram. 
Rules All Made for the Time. 

“Tf the olden church goers exacted rules 
and regulations to suit the customs 
and the times of their living, that could 
not be the written history of God’s 
church but the people’s church. God’s 
church remains the same. Human beliefs 
are not eterual but vacillating. If we intro- 
duce doctrines and theories and dogmas de- 
claring them of divine autharity and of God’s 
church, then we rob the church and take away 
from it its crowned head, Christ, for Christ 
was liberal and without creed. 

“When we preach doctrinal theology men 


‘turn away from us, They turn from these 


doctrinal fluctuatwns and take refuge in 
the eternal religion of Christ, which 
knows no doctrine. Let us stop the 
leaks of Protestantism and have one church 
and one godhead. Divine evidence gives men 
a surety that cannot be broken, changed, or 
evaded, and divine evidence is not of human 
creed. Divinity betrays itself to all alike, 

“The church has been confused and distract- 
ed by the demands put upon her, yet all her 
efforts of revival were the breath of the divine 
spirit which fans the flame of holy mercy. 
She will outblaze the wrath of the dogmas and 
creeds and rise to the throne God intended for 
her.”’ 


DR, M'GLYNN WILL NOT RETRACT. 


-__ 
Once Out of the ‘hurch Its Ultimatums 
Will Keep Him Out. 

New Yor, Nov. 22.—[Special.]|—The Rev. 
Dr. McGlynn tonight delivered his defense 
against Archbishop Corrigan’s recent state- 
ment at Cooper Union. From a paper in his 
hands he read: 

As Archbishop Corrigan has recently caused to 
be published an account of acommunication from 
the propaganda in Rome concerning my case, it 
is due to myself, to my friends, and to the public 
that Ishould make public answer. The Roman 
authorities, we are told, are still disposed to use 
mercy; but that even my hearing of the case shall 
be granted only on the conditions, first, that 
I myself make the request and state my 
grievance; second, that I publicly condemn all 
that 1 have said or done of an insulting character 
as against the Archbishop or as against the Holy 
See; third, that 1 be ready to abide by the orders 
andsubmit to the judgment of the Apostolic See: 
fourtif, thet I promise to abstain from 
any public utterance or assistance at any 
meeting in the matter under consideration. 
The penalties from which I might hope to be re- 
lieved by complying with these conditions are 
first, suspension from my ministry, second, ex- 
communication. Earnestly as I should wish to 
exercise my ministry and frequently to receive 
the sacrament it is not possible for me to bring 
about so much desired a consummation by com- 
plying with the above-mentioned conditions, 

Then the doctor gave a history of his remov- 
al from St. Stephen’s and his excommunica- 
tion in July, 1887, and added: “My answer 
to the demand of Rome was in these words: 

I will not go to Rome, I will not condemn the 
doctrines that I have uttered. I have no case be- 
fore your tribunal.” I have not appealed and I 
will not appeal to your tribunal; and if kind 
friends have made recourse for me 1 reyoke and 
repudiate it. 

“The receipt of this cable telegram shamed 
or frightened Cardinal Simeoni into sending 
a Jong letter to the friendly Bishop. This let- 
ter, more than three years old, is evidently 
the letter of which Archbishop Corrigan speaks 
in his recent newspaper utterance. The 
friendly prelate communicated the contents 
of the letter to me and sent to Cardinal Sime. 
onitmy remarks and comments thereupon, 
To those I have réceived no answer til® the 
publication of Archbishop Corrigan’s ulti- 
matum a few days ago. 

“My answer to this ultimatum is that I can. 
not condemn or retract what I have said and 
done'of an insulting character as against the 
Archbishop and as against the Holy See for 
the excellent reason that 1 have not msulted 


the Archbishop or the Holy See, while I 


have criticised and differed with their policies, 
politics, and opiuions, as I had a perfect right 


to do. I am ready, if relieved from the excom- } 


munication and suspension, to abide by the 
orders and submit to the judgment of the Apos-

Lenzo’s life, like his martiage, has been 
one of romance in its thost intense concep- 
tion.

He speaks i and 
French as fluently as his native tongue, and 
is described as being handsome, dashing, 
and witty. A year ago he went to Europe. 
He visited Paris, where he entered the wildest 
life of a city where morality is considered 
fanaticism.’ He had lote of money and 
spent it as freely as the wealthiest. 
His hotel was the most expensive, 
his wine bills asdarge in a week as most men’s 
salaries ate in a year.

Shortly 
r James Micklejohn, an attorney of New 
on, swore out a warrant against Tad 
Prior, who wes the night watchman of Wau- 
paca when Mead was murdered. Prior Was 
discharged on preliminary examination, the 
reward withdrawn, and. the case allowed to 
rest until last Wedneeday, when, at the re- 
quest of the Sheriff, the reward of $2,000 was 
again offered. 
An Official’s Statement. 

** The county will lose nothing if the Sheriff 
fails of a conviction,” said one of Waupaca 
County’s officials, “I believe he has some 
important evidence and that he will use it 
honestly and fearlessiy. The trouble has been 
that everybody who has had anything to do 
with the case hasbeen frightened off, and on 
at least one occasion, I believe, arrests were 
made for no other purpose than to queer the 
work that was being honestly done or,perhaps 
to getachance at the county purse. The 
Mead case is felt in everything here.” 

The names of men supposed to have knowl- 
edge of the crime are not usually freely 
spoken here. The former editor of the 
Waupaca Post was free in his exprersions and 
was the defendant in severa: libel suits on ac- | 
count of utterances in‘ni§ journal, Suspicion 
does not altogether point to worthless persons. 
It takes in some who are prominent in the 
county. 

The new evidence on which the Shenff will 
work is in the hands of a former citizen of 
Waupaca, now living elsewhere.

Some of these are said to have been’ 
disposed of at the now defunct Traders’ Bank 
of Chicago, and the claim is made that the 
identit## of the persons who disposed of them 
is pretty well established. Another point 
made is that the gunwad oak ee oe 
fatal weapon was made of a piece of a copy 
of the Waupaca Post, and that the 
piece had been traced. The confession, 
the gun, and the disposition of the bonds are 
ali regarded as important bits of evidence, 
but the gunwad story is regarded as a trifle 
improbable. The new evidence in the case 
does not bring any one into the case who has 
not already been connected with it through 
gossip and rumor. “ It’s the same -old 
crowd,” said one of the men who shares mm & 
knowledge,of the new evidence. “And we 
have enough material now to morally convict 
at least five of the murderers and accessories. 
And it can be beaten into shape to convict 
them judicially. It is probable that the next 
grand jury will have work to do in the case, 
although action may be warranted and arrests 
made before that‘body meets agaio. This is 
the first time a reward has been offered, the 
terms of which prevent outside interference. 
I do not believe there can be any scaring 
and buying up of officials this time, and

Both Sides Are Now Preparing fur the In- 
evituble Coufiict—English Liberals Try- 
ing to Force a Dissolution—Irishmen 
Hold a Meeting in Favor. of Political 
Prisoners—France Still Unsatisfied About 
de Giers—Chile Deereasing Its Army and 
Navy—General Foreign News. 

[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Lowpox, Nov, 22.—A dispatch from Monte- 
video says that Yonseca has indignantly re- 
jected the demand of the Rio Grande|Junta 
for his resignation, and said that he would use 
all the means at his command to bring those 
whom he called rebela to obedience, In 
ad@ition to the large force already sent to at- 
tack the troops of the Junta, Fonseca is offer- 
ing a large bounty and liberal pay for recruits. 
These are not hard to get among the numer- 
ous floating population of Rio Janeiro, which 
includes many desperate characters from all 
parts of the world. These are coming forward 
to take service in Fonseca’s army. 

Great indignation has been aroused in Rio 
Grande at the prospect of having these 
mercenaries turned loose upon the people, 
should Fonseca prove victorious, and the con- 
sequence is a great stimulus to the voluntary 
recruiting for the Junta, For the present the 
policy of the Junta will probably be one of 
defense. The Junta has, however, given it to 
be distinctly understood that they are in arms 
for the liberties of Brazil as a whole and not 
for Rio Grande alone, and this announcement 
has served to strengthen and stimulate the re- 
publican movement in other provinces, where 
the prospect of a secession of Rio Grande had 
a chilling effect. 


Preparing for the Conflict, 

In Rio Grande itself the Junta hag not yet 
fully established its aujhority, A considera- 
ble portion of the National guard assembled 
at San Francisco de Paula is still ia doubt, 
the men being generally inclined to the revo- 
lution, but officers holding out for Fon- 
seca. The Junta is confident that no armed 
conflict will be necessary to bring this —_ 
body, nearly 12,000 in number, over to 
side of the revolution, The officers, while 1n- 
fluential with the men, have been unable. to 
carry the latter imto declaring for Fonseca 
and will probably retire from command, 
whieh they are unable to exercise, and leave 
the Junta in control. Even sliould they offer 
to make an armed resistance the Junta would 
be certain of victory. 

Negotiations between the two parties have 
yremienliy ended, Fonseca and the 

unta are pow preparing with the greatest 
vigor for a trial at arms. As cabled Friday 
Fonseca sent a force to attempt a landing near 
Barbosa, south of the province of Santa 
Catharina. Whether the ob is to defend 
Santa Catharina or make se land movement 
from the coast on Porto Allegre is not known. 
It is claimed that the allegiance of the navy 
to Fonseca is becoming moreand more doubt- 
ful, and that the dictator himself ia alarmed 
by the evidence of lukewarmuess on the part 
of his naval commanders. He dare not move 
any of them for fear of arousing a general 
mutiny, and on the other hand the Rio Grande 
Junta is kpown to have received secret as- 
surances of naval support and sym pathy, 
which is one reason that accounts for the bold- 
ness of its attitude. 

All Distrust Fonseca, 

Gen. Ossorio, the military commander of 
the Juata’s forces, has expressed himeelf as 
having no doubt of success against Fonseca. 
He is one of the most experienced officers in 
the Brazilian service, and is an earnest Repub- 
lican. In common with many others in Rio 
Grande and also Uruguay he to be- 
blish the 
Empire. The prevailingimpression, hbwever, 
in Rio Grande is that Fonseca’s ambition is 
tyacing Mar ag ws: that he cares no mure for 
Dom Pedro than for the Congress which he 
has dissolved, and that his real object is to es- 
tablish a personal rule similar to that which

Both Factions in Ireland Unite to Make a 
Demand on the Government,

Dustin, Nov. 22.--There was an immense 
meeting at Limerick today, presided over by 
the Mayor of the city. The object of the 
gathering wasto demand of the government 
the release of the Irishmen who have been 
imprisoned for alleged dynainite outrages and 
other political offenses, The most notable 
feature of the occasion was the ap- 
pearance on the platform of both 
Parnellite and anti-Parnellite lead- 
ers, the factions seeming to have laid 
aside their warfare against each other for the 
time beng. Among others taking a * prowi- 
nent part in the proceedings were John Red- 
mond, Pierce Mahoney, Edward Harrington, 
Michael Davitt, and Messrs. Abraham and 
O’Keefe, members for Limerick. The anti- 
Parnellites, except Davitt, were received with 
groans as they made their appearance; other- 
wise there was no unpleasant incident. The 
meeting adopted resolutions that the time for 
amnesty for the political prisoners had ar- 
rived and called upon the Irish people to unite, 
regardless of faction, in demanding such re- 
lease, and also in insisting upon # general 
amendment of the prison laws. 

Redmond, when rose to speak, was re- 
ceived with great cheering, followed by cheers 
for Parnell, He declared that the demand 
made by the meeting was based on the ground 
that the cunviction of tne prisoners was 
brought about in a time of panic and that Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt, under whose ad- 
mnipistration the prosecution was pushed, was 
nearly insane from fright at the time and 
was guilty of the  grossest unfairness 
in interpreting the law, Mr. Davitt said 

t the meeting reminded him of good 
oldtimes. After throwing outa hint that it 
would be a good thing tor Ireland if more of 
such common lines of action could be struck 
out Mr. Davitt went on to char that *‘ Red 
McDermott” and the been leagued 
together to plant bombs and commit other al- 
leged outrages in order to secure the arrest 
and conviction of the men now languishing in 
prison.

Denver, Colo., Nov. 22.—(Special.}—President 
Beaman of the American Trotting Association 
said today that he would not appoint a conference 
committee to meet the National Association until 
after the meeting of the Board of Appeals in Chi- 
cago Dec.1.

body of Alfred Welch of Lodi, Nev., arrived 
here today for interment. 

Alfred Welch, a former resident of Clark 
County, was 8 wealthy mine-owner of Nye 
County, Nevada. He was born and raised in 
this county, ‘but went West about forty years 
ago. He was the first white man to cross 
Reese River, Nevada. He engaged in mining 
there and finally amassed a fortune of about 
$150,000. 

He returndd to this county last year on a 
visit to the brothers and sisters, of whom there 
are a number, his mother, whu resides in 
this city. While be was here two of his broth- 
ers, Lou and Manuel, had some trouble over 
some cattle which was settled in the courts. 
Alfred took a hand in the settlement, thereby 
incurring the ill-will of Manuel, who thought 
he favored Lou. | 

Shortly after Alfred’s return to Nevada 
Manuel went out there and was taken into 
einployment by his brother. It seems they 

a dispute over some mining property, for 
Manuel wrote home a few days ago that he 
intended to make Alfred square up with him 
on that mine deal. Shortly after the recei 
of this letter came the news of Alfred’s death, 
and later the full particulars. He had been 
shot by his brother Manuel. 

Sunday last Manuel had gone to Lodi to 
see Alfred, They ate breakfast. together and 
then went to Alfred’s office. ‘A few minutes 
later Alfred was seen standing in the door 
faced inward, Then the muffled sound of a 

istol shot was heard and he fell out of the 

oor flat on his back. He was found to be 
shot through the heart and his clothing was 
considerably scorched, showing that the pistol 
had been held close to his y when fired.
